i Texas governor 
meets and greets 
at lowa 80 Truckstop

While Republican presidential candidate 
Michele Bachmann was in South Carolina on 
Aug. 16, mistakenly wishing happy birthday 
to Elvis Presley on the day he died in 1977, 
her leading opponent, Texas Gov. Rick Perry, 
was in Iowa, talking jobs. 

Perry was making his first campaign ap- 
pearances in the state since announcing his 
candidacy, and one of his stops, billed as a 
“meet and greet,” was at the lowa 80 Group’s 
headquarters in Walcott. 

Perry’s visit was not particularly well 
publicized in advance. Some Walcott residents 
among the 75 or so people who attended said 
they’d just happened to hear about it and 
showed up because they were curious about 
Perry. 

Scott Conroy, writing for realclearpolitics. 
com, noted, “The gathering could have been 
much larger had the nascent Perry campaign 
taken the routine step of reaching out to Judy 
Davidson, the Republican chair for Scott 
County, where the event was held. But it failed 
to do so in time for Davidson to help.” 





Eldridge police thwart check forgery ring 


li Suspects had been 
operating throughout 
the Quad Cities

The quick response of an alert teller at an 
Eldridge bank led to the arrest of four Michi- 
gan residents last week, and helped crack a 
check forgery ring that had been operating 
throughout the Quad Cities. 

Officials are not releasing the name of 
the bank involved, but Eldridge Police Chief 
Dave Kopatich said the bank’s security de- 
partment had noticed a possible scam going 
on in the area, and notified staff at all of its 
branches. 

“One of the suspects came to the branch 
in Eldridge and tried to cash a fraudulent 
payroll check,” said Kopatich. “The teller 
was on the ball and bank officials immedi- 
ately called us.” 

Eldridge officers were called to the bank 
shortly before 1 p.m. on Wednesday (Aug. 
17). When officers arrived on the scene, one 
female suspect was still in the bank and an- 
other one took off on foot and climbed into a
